Captain William Boyle 


Captain William Boyle, like other pilots, 
has a great respect for “‘The Rip’’ lead- 
ing to Port Phillip Bay. He agrees that the 
nickname “The Sleeping Tiger’’ is quite 


justified. 


Its waters are in a unique sense unpre- 
dictable. The nearest approach to its particular 
conditions he found in a port on the west 


coast of Scotland. 


Ever since ships began to come to Port 
Phillip water the hazards of the entrance 
were obvious. It is not by chance that the 
Port Phillip Pilots Association is the oldest 
private business in Victoria. 


Back in 1838 two pilots 
Tobin and Sutton were 
operating from some where 
near Buckley‘s cave. Gover- 
nor Gipps issued the first 
licence to Tobin in 1839. 


William Boyle was born in 
1910 in Paddington N.S!W. 
His father and grandfather 
were both seamen. After an 
early life on @ farm in Cen- 
tral Queensland, educated 
in Brisbane, he followed 
in their footsteps. At the age 
of 17 years he became ap- 
prenticed to the Merchant 
service. He spent the first 
eighteen months in the fom- 
ed Jervis Bay and later with 
shipping of the Shaw Saville 
Line. 


-On completion of his ap- 
Prenticeship he took his 
second mate's certificate. At 
this stage come the depres- 
sion and he was glad to 
accept work as an able sea- 
man. However he knew 
where he was going and at 
the ‘exceptionally early age 
of 26 he became a ships- 
master, 


_ it was only a small ship. 
S.S. Sussex’ but it meant a 
lot. 


Thereafter Captain Boyle 
sailed the seven seas. In one 
dramatic period’ he spent 
much of his time in Aus- 
tralian ond Pacific waters. 


After the bombing of 
Darwin he took part in a 
shuttle service, part of the 
time in a small motorship 
“Kotoore”’ between Darwin, 
The Islands and_near main- 
and ports. 

Most of the larger ships 
were not available, damaged 
or sunk, At one stage his 
ship evacuated Thursday 
Islanders and others to 
Cairns. He still values a 
letter of thanks he received 
from them. 


Later he was in charge of 
the hospital ship ‘“Manun- 
da”, Here was a double 
hazard, Navigation aids 
were few. it wos “by guess 
and by thumb”, but by pres- 
ent doy stondards not much 
better, Also the ship, by 
international code had to be 
pointed a distinctive color — 
white, and illuminated at 
night with o band of green 
fights around the vessel. 
These rules the ship observ- 
ed. The doubt at all times 
was did the enemy know 
them and if he did was he 
going to observe them. 


At_any rate off Borneo 
when bombs were falling alf 
round none struck =the 
“Manunda” and off Milne 
Bay the Japs shot over the 
“Manunda” but apparently 
not at it. 


A time that will live in 
memory was a voyage to 
convey the first freed prison- 
ers from Singapore: ‘‘You 
wondered how any person 
could be so thin and yet 
live." 


In 1949 Captain Boyle 
made his application to the 


‘Marine Board of Victoria to 


become a licensed pitot. The 
procedure shows the care 
taken in these appointments. 

First the applicant has to 





‘ 
Phillip Pilots Association. 
He must be a Master Mari- 
ner and also a Ships Master 
— a ship’s captain. In addi- 
tion he must have a pilot 
exemption certificate. 


A pilot’s exemption certi- 
ficate gives a ship captain 
the right to dispense with a 
pilot in bringing his ship into 
port. Such certificates are 
only granted to approved 
ship masters on the local 
register, Overseas ships must 
have a pilot. 


Having his pilot exemp- 
tion certificate © Captain 
Boyle‘’s application was ap- 
proved, He became a feads- 
man. He served a probation- 
ary period of three months 
in which he was required to 
do 50 trips accompanying 
an authorised pifot. Next he 
served for twelve months as 
a light craft pilot (Boats of 
23 ft. droft or fess); then a 
further 18 months as an 
intermediate pilot {boats of 
29 ft. drafts). These stages 
completed he became a full 
pilot. 


Each year he must submit 
to a medical dnd eye sight 
test. Captain Boyle with 
other pilots is required to 
be available seven days a 
week, 24 hours a day at a 
three hour call. With modern 
communications this is not 
as bad as it sounds, 


About ten years ago the 
pilot ship ‘“‘Akuna’’ figured 
in a dramatic rescue. A com- 
mando unit of the military 
forces attempted an amphi- 
bious landing ‘at -Portsea. 
They were caught in the rip 
at ebb tide and washed out 
to sea, The “Akuna’”’ and 
other ships rescued about 40 
but some lives were lost. 


Captain Boyle was secre- 
tory and treasurer of the 
Port Phillip Pilots Associo- 
tion in 1960-62 and again 
in 1964-67, in thot position 
he was pilots representative 
on the Marine Board of Vic- 
toria, the supreme control 
over shipping in Victoria. 


It consists of three Gov- 
ernment Technical Appoint- 
ees and nine representatives 
of various associated inter- 
ests of shipping —- ship- 
owners, seamen, pilots, etc. 


In spite of the restrictions 
caused by his duties Captain 
Boyle has shown his interest 
in Williamstown by his work 
in Rotary. He has been a 
member for ten years and is 
at present its president. With 
his wife and two sons he 
resides in Hannan Street. 


Nowadays when Captain 
Boyle is calculating in a 
half gale his perpendicular 
and horizontal movements 
in his endeavours to con- 
nect with a ship’s ladder, 
he has no thought for any- 
thing else. But in his Jess 
devoted moments he would 
be pardoned for thinking 
that most people have easier 
ways in getting to their daily 
work, 


However, Captain Boyle 
realises that he is doing @ 
job that must be done; must 
be done so long as Mel- 
bourne is a port, as long as 
ships and their people need 
guidance over — difficult

Concern For Safety On 
Kororoit Creek Road 


Williamstown Council is concerned for the 
safety of both pedestrians and motorists who 
use Kororoit Creek Road. 


The council has directed 
that white marker lines be 
painted down the centre of 
the road from Florence St. 
to the Mobiltown Railway 
Crossing to help motorists 
keep to the correct side of 
the road during fog. 


The City Engineer, Mr. 
T. Rees has also been asked 
to report en the provision 
of a footpath along the road. 

The Altona Methodist 
Church told council that a 
church member had com- 
plained about the lack of 
pedestrian facilities from the 
Mobiltown and North Wil- 
liamstown Railway Stations 
to the Migrant Hostel in 
Kororoit Creek Rd. 


The church said a woman 
was killed on the road some 
time ago, and as the hos- 
tel seemed'to have a greater 
measure of permanency than 
before, it asked council to 
provide a footpath so pedes- 
trians could walk with 
safety. 

“For the life of me I 
don't know where we are 
Boing to put a footpath.’ 
said Cr. P. G. Sadler. ‘There 
is no regular fence lines 
along there. I appreciate how 
terribly dangerous it is, and 
it certainly must be worse 
in wet weather.
